Following close in the wake of a 
big meeting held last Friday night 
by a large number of prominent 
local People to see what action could 
be taken to rid the southern end of 
the county of the numerous boot- 
leg resorts, the Sheriff’s office stag- 
ed a Spectacular raid on the resort 
owned and managed by Edward Ca- 
vanaugh and Fred Egli on Santa 
Cruz avenue and arrested 32 per- 
Sons, including two women, and the 
two proprietprs. 

Those arrested appeared before 
Justice of the Peace Ray Griffin in 
Redwood City Monday and plead 
guilty to charges of visiting a house 
of ill fame, 17 men, most of them 
houng and many of them married, 
aid fines of $10 each to the court, 
ollowing the imposition of sentence 
y Judge Griffin, 


not appearing in court, 
hile on recommendation of Sher- 

E Poy ee McGovern, the charges 
gainst five minors nabbed in the 

aid were dismissed. 

Judge Griffin warned the defend- 
ants against future similar offenses. 
but added that the present fight 
against bootlegging is aimed  pri- 
marily at the proprietors of the es- 
tablishments, rather than visitors to 
these places. 

Cavanaugh and Egli, alleged prop- 
rietors of the resort entered pleas 
of not guilty to the high misdemean- 


or charges of selling liquor which { 


have been placed against them, to 
gether with four other counts, and 
the date of their preliminary exami- 
nations was set by Judge Griffin for 
Tuesday, October 7th at 10 o’clock. 

The two women arrested gave 
their names as Edna Lewis and Edna 
Calvin, and entered pleas of not 
guilty to residing in a house of il] 
fame, their trials were also set for 
October 7th. They were released 
Monday night from the County Jail 
on $250 cash bail each. 

Public sentiment against the law- 
breakers has been running high eve: 
since last Friday night following the 
meeting at Stanford University 
when many citizens and such organi 
zations as the American Legion, the 
high and primary schools of the dis- 
trict, the Veterans’ Hospital and 
Stanford University joined in a de- 
mand for the enforcement of the 
law and stamping out of the boot 
leg anid other law violations in the 
district adjoining the hospital and 
university, 

Canvassers covered the district 
for signatures of those who wish to 
see the Volstead act enforced 
and met with a hearty response, es- 
pecially! from the business houses 
and pevsonnel of the Veterans’ Hos- 
pital. where the work of human de- 
struction by the bootleggers is most 
keenly’ appreciated and practically 
every man is enlisted, George Mor. 
rell, publisher of the Palo Alte 
Times and a member of the State 
Hospital Welfare Committee of the 
State Denartment of the American 
Legion presided at the meeting, 

Tt was the sentiment of the meet- 
ing that iail sentences rather than 
fines shovld he imnosed on those ar- 
rested in the course of the war, how 
much influence this will have will 
he demonstrated when the first case 
are brought up to judgment.

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A.'P. A. Rules for Egg Laying 
Contests 


The American Poultry association, 
at the annual meeting held at Toron- 
to, Ontario, Canada, August 12 to 14, 
adopted new rules and regulations 
governing egg-laying contests by the 
members of the A. P. A. 

In taking this action the associa- 
tion recognizes five types of contests, 
These are, first, a contest lasting one 
year in which the pens consist of five 
pullets and one alternate; second, a 
contest lasting one year in which the 
pens consist of ten pullets and two 
alternates; third, an egg-laying and 
breeding contest lasting three years; 
fourth, a contest for individuals; and, 
fifth, a contest lasting one year in 
which the pens consist of twenty pul- 


.lets and four alternates. 
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_,helled eggs shall not be counted. 


ment in 
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Owing to the fact that so many egg- 
laying contests have different rules 
for alternate fowls, the association 
committee leaves the rule for alter- 
nate fowls optional, but recommends 
that in’ the case of the death of a 
hen, her record shall be eliminated, 
and that only the eggs laid by the 
alternate shall be credited to the pen. 

Further rules adopted provide that 
all birds shall be of a recognized 
standard variety, free from disquali- 
fications as laid’ down’ by the -:meri- 
can standard of perfection, that all 
sirds shall be trapnested throughout 
the year, and that all entries shall 
be made in the name of the owner. 
No eggs weighing less than eighteen 
sunces to the dozen shall be count- 
vd; eggs weighing from eighteen to 
wenty-two ounces are defined as pul- 
et eggs; eggs weighing twenty-two
